DEATH LIST INCREASES 


Reports Show 350 Killed, 
1200 Injured and 2,5.00 
Buildings Destroyed 


Relief Funds Have Been Started 


and Sufferers Will be 


Cared for. 


New Orleans, La., April 27—Three 


hundred find fifty killed, 
1,200" in- 


jured, several thousand homeless in 
46 .towns, 2,500 homes and business 
houses rained, is part of the record o£ 
Friday's tornadoes in the states of 
Louisiana, Georgia, Alabama and Mis- 
kissippi. Aside from this is the vast 
amount of damage and the possible 
loss of life in the country districts 
from which no reports hare yet been 
made. 


The number of dead will never be 


known accurately for the reason that 
about 300 of them were negroes, and 
they were buried in many communi- 
ties without careful 
records being 


made of their numbers. "While some 
of the first reports giving apparently 
'reliable death lists lave since proved 
untrue, nevertheless 
the 
remote 


'Maces -which "were late in reporting 
thejr dead have served to hold the to- 
tal death list uniformly around 350- 
The manner jn which this death list 
has grown for two' days in spite of 
continual "subtraction from- early-re3 
ports has .been a melancholy index of 
the interstate scope of the disaster. 


Why the fatalities were so unusu- 


ally large is apparent today from a 
glance at the mass of photographs 
which have arrived here from many 
•portions of "the tornado belt. They all 
tell the same story. "Whole blocks of 
what were formerly little -residence? 
and cabins lie spread ever .the ground 
in separate boards. If a huge lum- 
ber pile had been scattered over these 
areas the 
number of individna1 


boards, unattached to anything else, 
coald scarcely have been greater. 
' 


Many of these planks show very 


few breads where they were separ- 
ated from the other construction 
Under this mass of wreckage many 
hundred persons were buried, not onf- 
in a hundred escaping without some 
injury. The houses which were thus 
scattered about were 
mostly negro 


habitations. The homes of the white? 
held together better, and the photo- 
graphs show some of them with only 
the upper half of the structure ripped 
off, but leaving 
below 
protection 


which most have saved scores. 


The ruined towns have been visiteti 


by thousands of spectators, very man> 
of whom went with a few dollars in 
their pockets to distribute among the 
needy. 
• Sheds from the wreckage have been 
made for hundreds. Small parties oc 
men on horseback have gone through' 
the country "districts, taking inventor- 
ies of the assistance needed and ren- 
dering aid. 
At least a dozen relief 


funds have been started in as many 
cities and towns, and in New Orleans 
Mayor Behrman has called a meeting 
of the heads of business institutions' 
to take charge of relief from here.

Ottawa, Ont., April 27.—An, appall- 


ing catastrophe occurred 
Sunday 


morning at which ihe little French 
village of Notre Dame d« la Salette, 
on the laevre river, a tributary of "the 
Ottawa river, about 30 miles north- 
east of this city, was partially de- 
stroyed by a landslide. Acord&ig to 
the latest estimates, 31 lives were lost. 


The place is remote from railway 


and telegraphic facilities, 
and what 


details of the occurrence are known. $o 
the outside world were brought by men, 
who left the scene before all 'the bodies 
were recovered. 


The death list may be even more 


appalling. The Lievre Is a narrow 
canyon-like stream, /flowJner bstftegt)^ 
towering walls of clay* which lias~ off 
a lower strata of rock. Spring" rains 
(percolating through the earth caused 
•the soapy "mass to slide from tmFrwfc 
bed, 
polished smoothly by glacijfl "ac- 


tion. The slide occurred 
without 


warning, a'-piece of territory naif » 
mile long and extending back a Hun- 
dred yards from the river, and; On 
wMch were two dwellings, suddenly 
gave way and crashed right acroes the 
river, completely blocking the chan- 
nel and overwhelming a row of six 
houses and other buildings on the op- 
posite bank situated at a lower alti- 
tude. 


The ground which slid away formed 


a sort of hill, about 100 feet higher 
than the surrqunding territory. Of the 
known dead 11 bodies had been recov- 
ered at latest reports, hat 30 coffins 
and a corps of doctors and undertak- 
ers left for the scene last evening. In 
several cases entire families were 
wiped out almost 
instantly 
while 


asleep in their beds. As in all French 
villages, practically all the families 
are intermarried, so that nearly every 
resident of the place has lost some 
relative. The scenes among the sur- 
vivors of the catastrophe were heart- 
rending in the extreme but work was 
begun at once, witTi assistance from 
the surrounding districts, in digging 
out the bodies, some of which, tow- 
ever, may never be recovered. 
The 


stream is completely blocked by the 
great mass of earth and ihe water 
dammed up, which is causing aa im- 
mense flood, threatening further des- 
truction along the river. 


Camille La Pointe's house stood first 


in the path of the avalanche. He and 
his family of 11 are known to

HUMAN SIDE OF JIM HARGIS. 


How It Was Revealed When a Pho- 


tographer Snapped the Fcudist. 


Judge Jiui Ilargls, the Kentucky 


feudlst and "kins of Breathltt county," 
who was recently killed by his sou, 
was tirst of all a vain man. Ho knew 
the «x(eut of his power iu the region, 
whpje law did not count until Floyd 
Byrd became prosecuting attorney, 
and It satisfied hinj. 
But bis vanity 


had 4s limits. Hargis detested photo- 
graphs and photographers, says E., S. 
Linner in Harper's Weekly. His ene- 
mies say that tbe reason was not a 
lack of vanity, but that the Breathitt 
ihng did not want his features too 
well known to the people of other sec- 
tions of Kentucky. For years he bad 
decreed at intervals that no one should 
ever take u photograph of him. Dur- 
ing tht> feuds several daring photogra- 
phers who went to Jackson for the 
purpose of snapping the king were 
glad to escape with their lives. They 
did not return until the eve of the first 
trial of Jim Hargis for the Callahau 
murder. 
The judge knew of their 


presence and vowed that his rule 
would not be broken. 
Of course all 


the leading papers of Kentucky had 
photographers at Jackson, especially 
to get a picture of Jim Hargis. The 
Louisville Courier-Journal had sent a 
young man named Robert Ilooe. 


When tbe day came for the opening 


of the trial, the photographers were 
lined up along the "main street from 
the store of Hargis to the courthouse. 
The accused waited in the rear of his 
store until the hour arrned for court 
to open, then covered his features with 
a quilt and made his way in that man- 
ner to the trial. 


Several 
of the 
newspaper men 


thought that Hargis'had won cut and 
gave up the attempt for the time be- 
ing. Hooe, however, went around to 
the rear of the courthouse and conceal- 
ed himself near the entrance. 
His 


idea was that, while Hargis was bound 
to be covered with his quilt if he left 
by the front entamce, he might discard 
it in leaving by the rear. This proved 
to be the case. 
When recess canie, 


Hsrgis, accompanied by some of his 
men, left by the rear way. The 
Courier-Journal man thereupon came 
out from his concealment and snapped 
the judge before he could hide behind 
one of his friends. 


Hargis, in a rage, shook his fist and 


swore at ths photographer. 
Several of 


his friends, knowing the rule of the 
judge, seized the Courier-Journal man 
and were about to smash his camera 
when the judge interposed.

boys. 
His paper expects it of him. 


and I suppose he's got to make a liv- 
ing." 
The ice was- broken. Hargis 


posed for several pictures and was 
never reluctant to be photographed 
afterward. 


THE EMMANUEL MOVEMENT. 


Dr. MacDonald Says It Has Strength 


of Other Systems Minus Weakness. 
The Rev. Dr. Robert MacDonald of 


the Washington Avenue Baptist church 
in Brooklyn preached his second ser- 
uion a few nights ago in a series of 
four on the Emmanuel movement, the 
new Boston system of curing nervous 
derangements by complementing 'sci- 
ence and religion. 


From what Dr. MacDonald said, it

which all men can unite and which 
suggests a power that all'men crave. 
The cause of all our ills,' said Tol- 
stoi, 'is that men have lost their sense 
of God.'" 
The new movement, Dr. 


MacDonald said, would do much to in- 
vigorate Christianity- ^ 


Two more sermons will complete the 


series of sermons. Then Dr. MacDon- 
ald will give a new series dealing with 
the subject from a constructive point 
of view.

The interior arrangement of the 


chamber of the hduse of representa- 
tives will be changed completely by 
the lime congress meets again if a res- 
olution prepared by Representative 
Bouteli of Illinois passes, as it is ex- 
pec-ced it will pass in a short time.

WIDOWS' PENSIONS 


How to Make Slips For Waists. 


Slips to keep fancy and dressy v. aists 


free from dust when hanging in the 
closet may lie ^iruule of cambric or 
some other cheap'material. They are 
made of two obioug pieces of mate- 
rial sew eel together iu exactly the same 
manner1 as a pillov.slip is made. 
It 


does not need to be as large as a pil- 
lowslip. but it must be plenty large 
enough, so that it does not ciease the 
waist. On one side of the opening at 
the top sew two buttons, each oae six 
or eight inches from the ends. On the 
opposite side in corresponding places 
worjr buttonholes. 
Place the waist 


over a hanger aiid draw the slip up 
over it, then button at the top. and 
you will hate a fine protector for your 
waist. Slips for skirts may be made 
hi the'same manner, making them lots 
longer, of course. 


Congressman

DANGER OF THE 


WALL COLLAPSING 


A small force of men wuo were en- 


gaged in, the razing of the building 
on the west side of the public square, 
where Mr. Eli-Hull proposes to erect 
his new six story building, gave up 
their work Monday on account of the 
dangerous condition of the tyalls on^ 
the south side of the structure. About 
eight regular men who were also on 
the job, decided to remain and assist 
in the removal of the old building: 


The structure on the south is pro- 


tected by but a very old weathered 
wall of brick. In razing, the Hull 
building it will be necessary to re- 
move all support from the wall on the 
north of Georgetti's fruit and candy 
store. In this case, there is danger 
of the collapse of the structure, as 
the wall has probably been there for 
years. 


About 8 o'clock Monday morning an 


alarm of fire was Founded and called 
the Central company to the rear of the 
Elliott Hardware company, on West 
Main, street, where a nasty fire had 
started in a room attached to 
the 


Bismark Cafe, in the rear of the old 
opera house building, owned by A. 
T. Fulton of M't. Vemon, and 
his 


brother, W. D. Fulton, of this city. At 
the time a strong wind was blowing, 
and as the fire had already gotten a 
good start, the East End and North. 
End companies were called. All the 
companies were quickly on hand and 
the^firemem began a fight with one of 
the'most wicked fires they had been 
called on to fight in a long time. The 
fire, which originated from a lot plate 
setting fire to some oil in 
a/- can, 


quickly aite its- way through the stair- 
way leading to the A. I. IT. hall. It 
entered the small rooms formerly used 
as dressing rooms when the building 
was used as an opera house, and from 
here it iburned its way through, the 
great door leading into the 'hall pro- 
per. The^heat and flames were so 
great that the fire reached the ceilin^ 
and from there worked its way into 
the -ventilators. From tne very start 
the firemen, ""did effective work and it 
was through their heroic efforts that 
the adjacent buildings were saved. 


At the very first alarm of fire dense 


volumes of smoke poured out of tne 
rooms at the rear of the Elliott Hard- 
ware building, and it looked that as) 
if the whole row of buildings was in 
danger. The firemen, however, mount- 
ed the burning stairs, and with three 
streams of water fought the fire inch 
by inch, and finally succeeded in get- 
ting it iinder control and ini extin- 
guishing it. 


The greatest loss was to the A. I. 


U. hall building, although the Ameri- 
can. Insurance Union which occupied, 
the hall, sustained a big loss, nearly 
ihalf of their furniture and parapher- 
nalia being destroyed by fire and 
water. The A. r?TJ. carried, insurance 
to the amount of5 $1,200 


Water did considerable damage in 


the Pittsburg store'as well as in the 
Bisir>arlr aa£?Ellia& Hardware store. 


At this writing it is impossible to 


give an accurate estimate of the loss 
by fire and water, although, it is "aid 
that it may reach, several thousand 
dollars. 


During tne fire Captain Ned "Will- 


iams of the Central company, was se- 
verely injured. He was engaged at 
work fighting the fire in the main hall 
of the A. I. TJ. and .was standing di- 
rectly under the big skylight when a 
portion of it 
becamlng overheated, 


TO ITALY IN TINT BOAT. 


Italian Yachtsman to Make Periioua 


Trip From New York on a Wager. 
Carlo de Peloggio, an enthusiastic 


young Italian yachtsman, Is going to 
make an attempt to cross the Atlantic 
In a twenty-four foot sailboat. The 
start will bo made from .New York 
harbor on July 1, and the ultimate des- 
tination is to be Genoa, Italy. The 
daring task that Mr. de Peloggio will 
undertake is the outcome of a wager 
of $5,000 between him and the Mar- 
quis Zauotti of Rome. 


These two yachtsmen have long been 


rivals in Mediterranean waters,, and 
when Mr. de Peloggio made the asser- 
tion that he thought it possible to 
cover the long expanse of ocean be- 
tween JVew York and the birthplace of 
America's discoverer the marquis of- 
fered to make the bet that he wou)<J 
find it too difficult a proposition for a 
boat of the dimensions named to navi- 
gate the long stretch. 


Mr. de Peloggio will be accompanied 


on his trip by only one person. His 
partner will probably be the Viscount 
de Lemouuier of Paris. Special pre- 
caution will be taken against the buf- 
feting of the heavy waves by having 
the craft practically wholly covered. 
The only open space will be just 
enough for purposes of navigation. 
Regular cutter rigging will be used. 


Although there is no time limit set 


by the Marquis Zanotti lor the accom- 
plishment of the trip, the young sailor 
says that with favorable weather con- 
ditions he is confident of making the 
port of Genoa in forty days from the 
start. 


KANSAS NATIONAL FOREST. 


Plans of the Government to Plant 


Trees at Garden City. 


Something of the future of the na- 


tional forest at Garden City, Kan., 
was outlined the other morning at 
Kansas City by A. E. Oman, forest as- 
sistant of the government service. Mr. 
Oman was in Kansas City on his way 
to Garden City, where he will spend 
several months establishing a nursery. 


"The government has 80,000 acres re- 


served at Garden City," Mr. Oman 
said. "Additions to this are contem- 
plated that will set aside more than 
100,000 acres. We expect to plant 
about half a million seedlings a year, 
covering about 500 acres. Black and 
honey locust, osage, orange, Russian 
mulberry and some pine species will 
be used. 
\ 


"The public need not fear (.hat the 


government will have a monopoly on 
his national forest land. Grazing will 
be allowed, with some restrictions, of 
course. Measures must be taken to 
protect the young trees from fire and 
cattle."

f FESTIVAL OF THE DEAD: 


Eskimos Provide Food and Clothes For 


Returning Ghosts. 


The natives of the Yukon river region 


hold a festival of the dead every year 
shortly before Chiistmus and a greater 
festival at intervals of several years. 
At these seasons food, drink and 
clothes are provided for the returning 
ghosts in the clubhouse, of the village, 
which is |llumiuated for the occasion 
with oil lamps. Every man or woman 
who wishes to honor a dead friend sets 
up a lamp on a stand In front of the 
place which the dead one used to oc- 
cupy in the clubhouse. These lamps, 
filled witn seal oil. are kept burning 
day and night until the festival Is over. 
They are believed to light the shades 
on their return to their old home anC 
back again to the land of the dead. II 
any one fails to put up a lamp in the 
clubhouse and to keep it burm»g, the 
shade whom he or she desires to honor 
could not find its way to the place and 
so would miss the feast. When a per- 
son has been much disliked his ghost 
is sometimes purposely ignored, and 
that is deemed the severest punishment 
that could be inflicted upon him. After 
the songs of invitation to the dead have 
been sung the givers of the feast take 
a small portion of food from every dish 
and cast it down as an offering to the 
shades. 
Then, each pours a little wa- 


ter on the floor so that it runs through 
the cracks. In this way they believed 
the spiritual essence of all the food and 
water is conveyed to the souls. With 
songs and dances the feast comes to an 
end and ihe ghosts are dismissed to 
their own place. The dancers dance, 
not only in the clubhouse, but also at 
the graves and on the ice if the dead 
met their deaths by drowning. On the 
eve of the festival the nearest male 
relative goes to the grave and sum-1 
mons the ghost by planting there a 
small model of a seal spear or of a 
wooden dish, accordiug as the dead 
was a man or a woman. The totems of 
the dead are marked on these imple- 
ments. The dead who have none to 
make offerings to them are believed to 
suffer great destitution; hence the Es-, 
kimos fear to die without leaving be- 
hind them some one who will sacrifice 
to their spirit, and childless people 
^generally adopt children lest their 
shades be forgotten at the festivals.— 
New York Tribune.

NOISELESS SHOT DEVICE. 


Worcester Man Invents Firearm At- 


tachment Different From Maxim's. 
Oliver A. Smith of Worcester, Mass., 


has invented an apparatus for making 
noiseless the discharges of ail kinds of 
firearms. It is wholly different from 
that invented recently by Hiram Percy 
Maxim. Smith's invention can be car- 
ried about in a vest pocket and attach- 
ed at a moment's notice. 


Smith regards It as a remarkable co- 


incidence that at the time bis Inven- 
tion was being perfected the same, 
idea was being worked out secretly by 
Maxim hundreds of miles away. 


Smith does not allow close scrutiny 


of his attachment, but from a demon- 
stration it seems to be a kind of cap, 
with a narrow bar across the top, that 
fastens on to the end of the barrel or 
muzzle, adding an inch or more to its 
length. Tlie outlet is the exact bore 
of the shot, but projecting inward the 
bore increases slightly.

olics. There was one bishop accredited 
to this vast territory, but he was in 
Europe and never reacffed his diocese 
In person. Today to the same territory 
there are nine bishops, 2,600 priests, 
1,500 churches and about 
3.DOO.OOO 


Catholic people. 


This remarkable growth has been due 


not alone to Immigration, but also in 
large measure to the religious toler- 
ance guaranteed by the constitution of 
the United States and .closely adhered 
to by successive administrations of the 
civil government 
, 


Prior to April 8. 1808, when the New 


York diocese was created, the territory 
included therein had been under the 
jurisdiction of the archbishop of Balti- 
more. Prom time to time new dioceses 
have been formed out of portions of 
the original territory, so that at pres- 
ent the New York diocese, now an 
archdiocese, includes only the city of 
Greater New York exclusive of the 
Long Island boroughs, several counties 
up the state and, oddly enough, the 
Bahama islands. 


The only Catholic church In New 


York city In. 1808 was the now cele- 
brated old St Peter's, in Barclay street, 
far down toward the southern end of 
Manhattan Island, surrounded by sky- 
ecraping commercial monsters of ar- 
chitecture. The next year, however, 


- the original St Patrick's cathedraf was 
Instituted. This church was built upon 
a site In Mott street, between Broad- 
way and the Bowery road, then on the 
northern outskirts of the city. The 
cornerstone was laid June 8, 1809. Six 
years later the cathedral was complet- 
ed and dedicated. 
Both St Peter's 


and the old St Patrick's still stand, in- 
teresting and revered edifices commera- 
-oratlng the beginnings of Catholicism 
In New York. 
They are shrines to 


which thousands of Catholics journey. 


The first bishop of New York never 


enjoyed the satisfaction of arriving in 
his see. Pope Pius named to the bish- 
opric the Rev. Luke Concanen, an aged 
Irish priest residing in Rome. Napo- 
leon Bonaparte at that time was mas- 
ter of Europe. The Corsican conqueror 
Imprisoned the pope, ordered the'col- 
lege of cardinals to reside in Paris and 
in other ways sought to manage the 
cburcb to suit his fancy. Bishop Con- 
eanen made many attempts to get oat 
of Italy and reacb his diocese, bat 
without success. The'vaged bishop was 
imprisoned at Naples, where he died 
of grief and disappointment 
Mean- 


while his vicar general, the Rev. An- 
thony Koblmann, bad administered the 
affairs of the diocese of New York. _ 


Finally, a new bishop was consecrat- 


ed. The Rev. John Connolly, a Do- 
minican monk long resident in Rome, 
was appointed to the see in 1814. Na- 
poleon's downfall the next year en- 
abled him to reach New York in Novem- 
ber, and for ten years Blsbop Connolly 
waa the resident and active adminis- 
trator over the cnurch in the two 
states. He traveled over his territory 
by Hudson river packet by coach and 
en horseback., One of bis stations was 
in the wilderness of the Adlrondacks. 
Others were at Albany. Utica and Buf- 


tops .of the spires. The edifice, with 
the residences of the archbishop ant 
canons at the rear, covers the entire 
block bounded by Fifth and Madison 
avenues and Fiftieth and 
Fifty-first 


streets. 


The facade of the cathedral is com 


posed of a central gable 150 feet high 
with towers on each side, crowned with 
spires that rise to a height of 330 feet 
A chime of bells, the fii.ost in the coun 
try, is in the towers, 110 feet above the 
grade of the avenue. 


St Patrick's is cruciform in shape, 


with a nave that is 104 feet long. 96 
feet wide between the east side aisle 
walls and 124 feet broad if the side 
aisle chapels are included. The length 
of the transept is 140 feet, with a 
height of 10S feet The seating capaci- 
ty of the nave and transepts is about

falo. Bishop Connolly lived in a Broad- 
way hou*e, whore his geniality and 
liberal spirit attracted many travelers, 
not only of his own faith, but of 
others. 


Bishop Connolly died early in 1825. 


The Very Rev. Jolin Power, pallor of 
St Peter's, a bandiome, eloquent, high- 
ly popular Irish priest admlnfctered 
diocesan affaire until the appointment 
of a successor to Bishop Connolly. The 
eomimiJiifants wore mo«lly IrH'i peo- 
ple, and they confidently circled that

2.500. The organ gallery, between the 
'front towers, is twenty-eight feet long 
and is arranged for a choir of 100 sing- 
ers. 
^ 


The high altar is one of great beauty 


and is at the eastern end of the cathe- 
dral, in the center aisle of the choir. 
The clergy of the diocese 'presented the 
reredos, which is twenty-three feet 
wide and fifty feet high. It is in Poi- 
tiers stone and was carved in St 
Brieue, France. The altar proper is of 
Italian marble, inlaid with alabaster. 
The tabernacle in the altar is marble, 
decorated in Roman mosaics and flank- 
ed by columns of rare marbles. Under 
the floor of the sanctuary is a crypt in- 
tended for the entombment of the arch- 
bishops of New York. Here Cardinal 
McCloskey lies buried. 


Against the first column inside the 


sanctuary is the archbishop's throne, a 
beautiful work in carved oak imported 
from France. On the epistle side, at 
the first column outside the sanctuary 
of the mam altar, is the pulpit This 
was the gift of the clergy of the dio- 
cese over which Cardinal McCloskey 
presided when he was archbishop. It 
is a memorial to the cardinal's fiftieth 
anniversary of bis ordination to the 
priesthood. 


Within this magnificent marble edi- 


fice on' the morning of April 28 the 
American hierarchy 
will join with 


Archbishop Farley and his people in a 
general thanksgiving. The formal ob- 
servance of the centenary will begin 
,at 11 o'clock with a pontifical mass of 
thanksgiving. Cardinal Logue will be 
the celebrant Cardinal Gibbons will 
preach, and Mgr. Falcouio, papal dele- 
gate, will assist at the mass. 


The pope will crown the ceremonies 


with a special blessing that will be im- 
parted in his name by Mgr. Faiconio. 
The same evening, at 8 o'clock, there 
will be pontifical vespers, and the 
papal delegate will be the celebrant 
Archbishop John J. Glennon of St 
Louis will preach. 


Wednesday will be children's day. 


On that morning delegations of little 
Catholics from every parish in the city 
will march to the cathedral and. as their 
parents will have done the day pre- 
vious, join in thanksgiving. There will 
be a solemn mass at 10 o'clock, and a 
choir composed entirely of parochial 
school pupils will sing the various 
parts of it The choir has been organ- 
ized and'trained under the direction of 
Father Yonug. a Jesuit 


That night the most important of 


the public functions will he held at 
Carnegie Music hall. It wiil be a gen- 
eral meeting of the Catholic citizens 
of New York, to which distinguished 
non-Catholics have been imiied. Ex- 
Judge Morgan J. O'Brien will preside. 
There will be lay and clerical speakers. 
The principal addresses w3H be made 
by Cardinal Logue, Arcbbishop Farley, 
W. Bourke Cockran, John 3. Delancy 
and Dr. James J. Walsh.

Archbishop Hughes began the erec- 


tion of the magnificent St. Patrick's 
cathedral on Klftli^avenue at Fiftieth 
street He was opposed at first on the 
ground that the location WHS too fur 
out of the city. The civil war caused 
a cessation of the great work, and the 
cathedral was left for Cardin.il Mc- 
Closkey to complete. 
In the words of 


the IJev. Dr. Smith, who is a well 
known Catholic author: 


"In the space of two decades he had 


performed a work for which his coun- 
try and his church cau never be too 
gratefuh lie had organized the great 
machine which bad to deal with the 
inrushing tide of immigration and so 
perfected it that the state without a 
cent of expense found Its citizens train- 
ed and prepared for citizenship 
To 


him is due the credit of having found 
300 priests for the five dioceses of the 
province, of establishing the immi- 
grants safely in their new homes, of 
keeping them from flight to the west 
and of preparing them in schools and 
colleges for their hew importance. He 
fixed the tenure of church property 
after a fight with State Senator Brooks 
so that the question" never came up 
again to plague the people and the poli- 
ticians. He prevented Know Nothing- 
ism from getting a footing in New 
York. He presented his case in every 
dispute to the American people and 
won their sympathy from the start. He 
was invincible in a fight, and he held 
a- firm, enthusiastic faith in the re- 
public." 


It is the belief of Catholic historians 


that Archbishop Hughes would have 
been the first American cardinal had 
he lived.to the close of the civil war. 
In the early days of the war he fore- 
saw the peril to the republic which the 
rebellion involved,"and he was one of 
the stanchest and most 
powerful 


"friends of the Federal cause. President 
Lincoln sent him to Europe to use his 
influence in creating a friendly senti- 
ment toward this republic. The presi- 
dent, it is said, delicately intimated to 
the pope that Dr. Hughes was a fit 
candidate for a cardinalate, but at the 
time European sentiment was strongly 
against the Federal government The 
archbishop died Jan. 3, 1864, more 
than a year before the surrender of 
General Lee vindicated his course and 
established the wisdom of his adher- 
ence to the government 
A bronze 


statue has been erectedxat Fordham to 
the memory of the great archbishop. 


ArchbisTiop Hughes was succeeded 


by John McCloskey, bishop of Albany. 
This prelate was a modest man of 
somewhat frail physique, quite unlike 
his aggressive predecessor. His ad- 
ministration was successful, and in 
1873 the attention of both Europe and 
America was concentrated upon New 
York when Archbishop McCloskey was 
elevated to the college of cardinals. Up 
to that time America had had no repre- 
sentative in the sacred college. The

papal favor thus bestowed upon the 
lead of the. church in New York called 
worldwide attention to tbe growing im- 
portance of the American republic and 
he rapid development of the church in 
the new -world.

J. B. Connolly's Impressions of 


Its Great Cruise. 


FINEST IN WORLD'S HISTORY 


Even While Passing Through Danger- 


ous Magellan Strait the Ships Kept 
The!' Prescribed Spaces—Views of 
Southern Neighbors. 
James B. Connolly of Gloucester, 


Mass.. noted as a writer of sea stories 
and a close friend of President Roose- 
velt, left Admiral Evans' fleet at Mag- 
dalena bay after having traveled with 
the ships from Hampton Roads as the 
civilian representative of the president. 
He -arrived at San Francisco by train 
the other night and gave this state- 
ment of the fleet: 


With the coming to anchor In Magda- 


lena bay of the Atlantic fleet a great 
cruise ended. To be sure, the vessels 
later, after a pan»de of the west coast, 
have to complete tlie circumnavigation 
of the globe oy'the way of the east 
and the Suez canal, but that will be 
child's play compared with-what they 
accomplished 
In 
leaving Hampton 


Roads, holding the fleet formation all 
the way and making the 13,000 mile 
itinerary in schedule time. 


Here is the problem: Sixteen battle- 


ships of five classes and as many sizes, 
speeds and equipments, were suddenly 
•called upon to get ready for sea. Most 
of them were preparing for fall target 
practice and had been looking forward 
to the winter West Indian cruise. Most 
of them had their systems of internal 
communication yet to install. 
Dnder 


these conditions they left for sea with 
many various and impqrtant parts un- 
completed. A good deal of this work 
they finished during the cruise by their 
own men in addition to the hundred 
Other duties. To take this fleet arouud 
was the duty of some hundreds d. 
officers, young and old, experienced 
and otherwise, and 13,000 men. of 
whom half probably bad never before 
been to sea. 


For eight weeks this fleet proceeded 


in a formation whicji allowed only 250 
yards of clear water between the stern 
of one ship and the bow of the nest 
behind, all this time steaming at 10, 
11 or 12 knots an hour escept on rare 
occasions, when they slowed down for 
some extraordinary reason, and thea 
only for the shortest time. And that 
250 yards Interval had to be preserv- 
ed at all hazards, for if the officer of 
the deck'allowed a ship to fall mow 
than forty yards out of position he 
was compelled by the commander in 
chiefs order to hoist an indicating 
pennant, which of course no officer 
cared to do if he could avoid it 


Now, 
it did not matter whether it 


•was night or day. clear weather or 
foul, that close interval bad to bs> 
maintained. 


The passage of tie Magellan strait, 


of the perils of which so much has 
been said, was made by the fleet at 
regulation speed at regulation inter- 
vals. The worst part of that passage, 
making from the strait into tlie Pa- 
cific, was made at night in the usual 
formation in a fog and at 10 knots 
an hour without one ship for a single 
instant endangering the safety of the 
next in line.

MONUMENT TO GULLS. 


Salt Lake City's Plan to Commemorate 


Pioneer Experience of 1848. 


The people of Salt Lake City propose 


to erect a monument commemorating 
the harvesting of the first intermoun- 
tain crops by the Mormon pioneers in 
the summer of 1848. Just before the 
crops matured great hordes of crickets 
swooped down upon them from the 
north. Quick destruction was threat- 
ened, when suddenly from the west 
came an immense ,flight of gulls, which 
settled in the fields and remained for 
several weeks, destroying the crickets 
and saving the crop. 


The earliest Utah legislation included 


laws declaring the gull to be a sacred 
bird and placing a heavy penalty on 
any one caught molesting1 it, says Col- 
lier's Weekly. Many thousands nest in 
the desolate islands of the Great Salt 
lake. The enrichment at the top of 
the Corinthian column that takes the 
place of .the conventional leaves is of 
alighting gulls/ and the bronze panels 
at the .base carry the story of the 
planting of the first western crop, the 
despair of the planter when tbe har- 
vest was being eaten by crickets, show- 
ing his wife wielding a flail in a de- 
spairing effort to beat back the deva* 
tating horde, and the joy again when 
it was finally gathered in after the 
gulls had come.

NO SUCH THING AS PULLING. 


Sir Oliver Lodge Says It's Pushing 


That Moves Things Along. 


Sir Oliver Lodge, the English scien- 


tist, has opened up a new subject of 
discussion. In an address the other day 
he said that there was no such thing as 
pulling. 


To speak of a horse pulling a cart 


was, 
he said, incorrect The horse did 


not pull the cart. It pushed against its 
collar and thereby produced motion in 
the cart. 


Similarly the oarsman pushed the wa- 


ter, and the man drawing a handcart 
had to clasp the handle, and the driv- 
ing force was caused by the part which 
clasped the handle and was therefore 
behind it 


Even if the cart was fastened to the 


man's coattail he did not pull it He 
pushed against his clothes.
